Now this Grand Jury never ſo much as called for evidence to 
prove any one of rhoſe crimes aforeſaid, bur all they required of 


the Witnefles was, to give evidence that the Priſoners were met 


together at ſuch a time 1n ſuch a place, above the number of five.&c, 
This wasall the Witneſſes (wore, upon whici thzy found all the 
Bills. | 

I heir deſigned work being ſo far done, the aforeſaid priſoners, 
on the fixth day in the morning, were brought from Newgate to 
Hick,'s Hall : And firſt four (viz.) Edmond Berkely, William Ms- 
thews, John Terry, Diggery Marſhall were ſer ro che Bar, and bills 
of Indietments was read againlt them, containing thoſe crimes 
before recited ; and they beirg asked whether they were Guilty or 
not, anſwered ſeverally, That they were not guilty of choſe things 
l11d to their charge. 

Then were the other eight called, viz. /i04.m Brind, John Goods 
win, fohn Noble, Nathaniel Harding, Uincent Gerrard, Edward 
Mallitrat, francis Ta' cy, Martin Chroſhe, one after another cal:

The Jury went forth and ſoon returned, and brought in their 
Verdi&, that eleven of the 12, were guilty, but they had ſome 
doubt about the young man, viz. Vincent Gerrard, which the 
Judge pittied, (it may be to pleaſe the Judge) ſo that rhey did ne 
agree tofind him guilty, but whe they underſtood the Judges 
mind more plainly, by his biding them go forth again, they never 
went forth to conſult any furcher , but preſently agreed amang 

B 2 theni-= 
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themſelves that he-was guilty alſo, which publickly ſhewed forth 
their own weakneſs , and that they were but as a cypher and 
for a cloak, &c. 

Then they ſvon(even that very morningJproceeded to ſentence, 
and ſentenced all the aforeſaid 12+ perſons for to be T ranſported 
to the [{la1d of Famaic,there to remain feven years. Thus it may 
be ſeen how the Juit are oppreſſed for Righteouſnels fake , and 
how thoſe that the Lord hath choſen are condemned by the unjuſt. 

Thi one thing al(» m iy minifeſt the enmity and injuſtice of the afore- 
(rid Fudges : A friend ſtanding by, (but not in the face of the 
Court leaſt he thould give an occalion) was by one of their envious 
Ofticers haled ont into the yard, telling he was a Solicitor, and 
came to inſtru the Priſoners; The Judges perceiving that he was, 
called a @-«4ker, called for him to be brought inco the Court, che 
which their Mercenaries quickly did, and fer him to the Bar, (but 
pull'd off his Hac befvre ) as he ft »1d at the Bar, Judge FH. asked 
where his Hat was ? ſome anſwered that ic was taken from him, 
then he (aid,give it him into his hand again,thefi iend perceiving his 
enmity and ſnare when it was proffered him, would not receive it, 
bur ſaid that it was taken away violently from him in the Court, 
andhe thould nor chen receive it; Then aid F. Hput ic upon his 
hea, which wa: done accordingly, Now faid he, I command you 
to take ir off; I delirefaid the friend to know by what Law thee 
commands me fo to do ? Being lilent a while, at laſt (aid that they 
were Miniſters of Juſtice, and repreſented the Kings Perſon, and 
he ſhould Reverence Authority; He faid he did not keep his Hat 
on 1n contempt of the King, or any mans perlonor Authority, bur 
for conſcience fake, not dareing tobe fubject co the wills of men; 
p:elling ftil] co know what Law there was to command him to pur 
off his Hat ay mvore then any other of his garme its 3 withal telj. 
ing them that H nour, Reverence and Retpett did not conliſt in 
puting off the Hat, or any other pait of his Garmeats, and that 
they might as well command him to put off any other of his 
Cl-athes; but I. H. having neither Law nor reaſon to urge in the 
Caſe, ſad it was a cuſtome, &c. a'1 in fine becauſe he did not obey 
his wiltu[command of the Court, (though they made the occaſion. 
and created the pretended offence ) they told he thould be tined

Player ſaid, No ; but ſaid in his haſt, that if he declared 
not his place of Habitation or abode, he was to be caken 
as a Felon, or a Vagabond : The Priſoner anſwered thac 
ke had a dwelling place where neither thief,murderer,nor 

rſecuter could come : Then w. R. 25ked where thar 
was ? he ſaidin God. So they committed him co New 
Bridemell, as a Vagabond, where he was detained ſome 
weeks, and the Sefhions at Hicks- Hal, following ſhorcly 
afrer, the ſaid Priſoner was called down thither , where 
were Robert Hide, and lobn Keeling, two of the Kings 
Judges, wich other Juſtices (fo called) who uſually fic 
there, and there was three Malefa&tors, who were Pri- 
ſoners ar the ſame time, that was brought down to the 
Seffions, who was called to the Bar, Fab Otter being 
alſo ſet rothe Bar, the Judge asked him his Dwellin 
place? the Priſoner anſwered him as he did the Gai 
—_ » then afcer ſome conſulcation with the 
aid ſuſtices, the Judge pronouced Sentence againſt 
him with the reſt, that he ſhould be Tranſportel beyond 
the Seas to any of the Kings Forreign Plaurations ; with* 
out asking che Priſover any thing, or caking notice in 
what Capacity hewas, only he asked rhe Keeper if he 
had the Corre&ion of the houſe > who anſwered he had 


been in the Srocks five rimes; and fo was rerurned to © 


Priſen, having received che ſentence a5 a Vagabond ; their 
proceedings being fignifi:d rorhe Councel, at*the deſire 
of two men, one called Tho, Coltloth, the other Richard 
$herrwood, men having dealings to V irgrz7s, the (aid Pri- 
ſoner was gratited unto them ich the three MalefaRors, 
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ro be fent to Yergina, there tobe fold Slaves for ſeven:
